THE WASHINGTON State Grocers’ Association at a 
recent meeting adopted resolutions condemning the 
parcels post law and exhorting manufacturers to fix 
and maintain retail prices on their products. It was 
decided to favor those manufacturers who most speed- 
ily adopted this system. 








CONSERVATIVE estimates of the net earnings of the 
United States Steel Corporation for the quarter end- 
ing Sept. 30th are fixed at between $31,000,000 and 
$31,500,000. The earnings for the whole of 1905 will 
approximate $115,000.000. It is said that the earn- 
ings would be much larger were the capacity of the 
mills greater. 








Ficures showing the activity of the blast furnaces 
during the month of August have been compiled and 
a production of almost 2,000,000 tons has been esti- 
mated. These figures are somewhat speculative, the 
actual report showing a production of slightly over 
1,500,000 tons. Some furnaces, however, have not 
reported and it is estimated that these produced dur- 
ing the month of August between 300,000 and 400,000 
tons. The stocks on hand are estimated at more than 
400,000 for August as against more than 600,000 tons 
at the end of July. 








THE RECENT announcement that the Russian govern- 
ment has ordered the discontinuation of discriminating 
import duties on a number of American products lends 
some interest to the fact that American exports of iron 
specialties into Russia increased from approximately 
$20,000 during the year 1900 to almost $50,000 in 
1903. Imports of hand tools, which amounted to over 
$15,000 in 1900, increased to almost $65,000 in 1903. 
The same increase is true in regard to bicycles, ma- 
chinery and other iron and steel products. Thus it will 
be seen that the discriminating tariff adopted by Russia 
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had dittle, if any, effect upon the importing of these 
articles into Russia.

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The whole ruling is as follows: 
To Postmasters: 

For public convenience and to facilitate a more accurate 
handling of mail by rural free delivery carriers, it has been 
decided that each rural mail box in use on a rural route 
which, under the regulations of the department, is entitled 
to service, shall be designated by number in the manner and 
by the method hereinafter set forth; and the delivery by rural 
carriers of ordinary mail matter of all classes addressed to 
such boxes by number alone is authorized so long as improp- 
er and unlawful business is not conducted thereby. 

1. Postmasters at the respective distributing offices are 
hereby directed to instruct the carriers of all rural free de- 
livery routes which have been operated 60 days or more, to 
review the rural mail boxes in use on their routes in the in- 
terval between the receipt of this order and September 30, 
1905, and report which of them conform to the regulations 
and are thus entitled to designative numbers. 

2. The following, when found to be safe, weather proof 
and fit receptacles, for mail, are entitled to numbers: 

(a) Boxes “approved” under Order No. 739. 

(b) Non-approved boxes erected prior to October 1, 
1902. 

3. No non-weather proof or otherwise unfit receptacles 
for mail shall be numbered. All such must be replaced with 
regulation “approved” boxes by the owners or no numbers 
will be assigned. 

No rural mail box erected within the limits of an incor- 
porated city or town or within one-half mile of a postoffice 
at an unincorporated town or village shall be numbered un- 
less such box was erected prior to October 3, 1903, or is 
being served by specific order of the department. 

Service must not be withdrawn, however, from any box 
now being served until such withdrawal is expressly ordered 
by this office. 

4. The numbers assigned to boxes on each route will 
commence with “No. 1,” which will pertain to the first regu- 
lation box reached by the carrier after leaving the starting 
point, of his route, traveling in accordance with official de- 
scription; box after box thereafter to be counted and given 
the proper number in regular sequence in order of service 
from “No. 1” to and including all those boxes entitled to 
service located on the route. 

5. Each number thus arrived at should be recorded in 
the carrier’s roster book opposite the name of the owner of 
the box so designated, and also opposite the name of every 
other person entitled to receive mail in said box. Numbers 
thus applied to boxes and registered must be promptly re- 
ported to and recorded by the postmaster of the distributing 
office to which they belong, and must not be changed there- 
after except by specific authority of such postmaster. 

6. As soon as possible after completing the assignment 
of box numbers on a route the postmaster will furnish each 
box owner with the official number of his box and request 
that this number be at once legibly and durably inscribed 
in a conspicuous place on the outside of the box. 

7. Boxes served regularly by more than one route must, 
in cases where such double service is duly authorized, be 
given numbers in regular consecutive order on each route, by 
the method prescribed in the preceding paragraphs for num- 
bering boxes served by but one carrier. 

8. New boxes erected subsequent to the original number- 
ing, between those already in position on a route and con- 
secutively numbered, will be designated by applying thereto 
in the regular order the next consecutive numbers shown by 
the record of numbered boxes already on the route to be 
unused. 

9. The work of numbering boxes on newly established 
routes must not be undertaken until the great majority are 
permanently in place. Not less than 60 days should elapse, 
however, after service begins, before the numbers are as- 
signed. 

10. Carriers must keep their roster books corrected up 
to date. New boxes erécted, removals, changes of address, 
names of new patrons, etc., must be punctually entered up 
and promptly reported to postmasters. The latter must care- 
fully oversee the work of carriers, and also maintain in their 
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offices accurate and complete lists of the names and box num- 
bers of all patrons of each route attached to their offices. 

11. Any instructions issued by this office conflicting with 
this order are hereby revoked. 

12. On receipt of this communication postmasters will 
give it the widest possible publicity to patrons of the rural 
service, without expense to the department. 








In spiTE of recent revelations of the methods in 
vogue in life insurance corporations, in spite of the 
nauseating stench aroused by the Equit- 
able scandals, very few will deny the 
value of insurance. Life, fire, glass, ac- 
cident, shipping, burglary or any of the 
other forms of insurance are highly commendable. 
The elimination of personal risk by distributing it over 
the whole country and the transfer of loss from the 
shoulders of the person afflicted to the shoulders of his 
thousands of more prosperous brethren is a product 
of civilization and a sign of the commercial progress 
of the century. 

In all of these efforts to decrease the personal risk 
and to spread it over so many that its direful effect is 
nullified, no attempt has -been made to nullify that 
greatest risk of all, the crops. The business of the 
world, the prosperity and very existence of every one, 
depend entirely upon the harvests. If the crops are 
poor, if some farmers obtain little or nothing from 
their season’s efforts, if prices rise, some farmers will 
be enriched, it is true, but others will be obliged to start 
the new season impoverished, and the poor of the cities 
may suffer want. The foundation of commercial 
strength is the fruit of the fields. It is the founda- 
tion of our existence. 

There is more risk in the raising of crops than in 
other pursuits. Efforts to reduce the risk have been 
made by local farmers who contributed to a common 
fund during prosperous seasons and received their 
share of the funds during the years of failure. No 
move, however, has ever been made toward the forma- 
tion of a national organization. A national insurance 
company, having as its subscribers a large percentage 
of the farmers throughout the entire country, with an 
immense capital, could properly meet its obligations, 
paying off local losses by the proceeds received from 
the other sections. It is hoped that such an organiza- 
tion will sometime come into existence and place the 
greatest field for uncertainty more securely under our 
control.

RANDOM SKETCHES.

I happened into a hardware merchant's store the 
other day and we got started on the subject of adver- 
tising. 3 
“Oh, yes,” he said, «mith rtising pays. It pays just 
as the sign on the door pays. Every morning the 
Bulletin has my name tnd the line of goods I carry. 
It does not trouble me much to write copy. In fact, 
to tell the truth, the same copy has appeared for the 
last half year. It pays, but not very handsomely. I 
devote all my energies toward selling my merchandise 
after the purchaser has reached the store.” 

I asked him whether he had ever tried changing 






























































his advertisement every day with each issue of the 
paper. 

He replied saying that he never had, inasmuch as 
his time was devoted to other pursuits, more profit- 
able, and which consumed. all of his leisure moments. 
He added: “A man’s got to cut out certain under- 
takings in order to devote more time and his greatest 
efforts toward the accomplishment of more important 
undertakings. If a man wants to gather a good crop 
of dandelions, he- does not make it a point to pluck 
every single dandelion in the field. He usually passes 
over the more scraggy and faded dandelions to get 
the best. It is a kind of process of elimination. It 
is the same Way in conducting a business. There 
are millions of things that a man might do, all of 
which might prove profitable if attended to strictly 
and carefully. Nine hundred thousand of these things 
are usually cut out or gone over hastily by the man 
who is successful. I do it and I find it pays.” 

My friend was doubtless right in stating that there 
are millions of little trivial affairs constantly coming 
up in the management of a business, however small. 
Advertising is one of these items in the lives of most 
retailers. Great as has been the improvement in the 
advertisements to be noted in the local newspapers 
of the country, it is a singular fact that perhaps not 
more than fifteen per cent of these advertisements 
display any scientific treatment of the subject or any 
conscious endeavor to make the most out of the money 
expended. Advertisements of retailers are upon the 
whole rough drafts or electrotypes received from 
manufacturers. The attention of the proprietor of 
the establishment is as a rule directed toward the 
selling end of the business proper. Advertising, cir- 
cularizing, window display, inventory, bookkeeping 
and things of a like import are usually delegated to 
cheap help and are executed in a cheap manner. If 
the dealer is economical he will try to do all this 
work himself. 


In considering this question it is well to regard 
one’s energies as you would regard the water in a 
supply tank. There is a constant loss of water in the 
tank through the drain pipes at the bottom. The sup- 
ply pipes at the top bring their constant amount of 
water, but at times the level of the water in the tank 
falls below the average because of the demands from 
below. A man’s supply of energy is regulated in 
somewhat the same manner. It is not inexhaustible 
and in order to get the greatest effects it should be 
reguiated just as any other physical power is regu- 
lated. A man cannot work twelve or fifteen hours 
every day and do his work well, inculcate original 
methods and materially increase the size of his busi- 
ness. He cannot do the bookkeeping and the adver- 
tising, and the selling, and the buying, and all of the 
other things, unless his business is so small as not 
to hold an extra clerk. 

Of course if the matter of expense is to be con- 
sidered, it would not be wise to get a $25.00 a week 
bookkeeper to handle an account that sums up to ap- 
proximately $3,000 annually. It would not be profit- 
able to engage an advertising man to write copy for 
one two-inch ad, to appear in the local paper once a 
day or once a week. These factors must be consid- 
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ered as a matter of course. I do feel, however, that 
it is not good policy to allow a factor that has proved 
profitable to be neglected and to prove a drain upon 
one’s bank account without some effort on the part of 
the proprietor. I have questioned several dealers 
whose advertisements: I admire. They find that ad- 
vertising is extremely profitable, backed up as it is 
in these cases by attractive window displays and force- 
ful circularizing. An inspection of their methods 
brought out most convincingly the fact that all forms 
of their publicity work together for a common end. 
The buying public was unconsciously impressed by 
the unity of the attack—an impression that would 
not have been made had the efforts been disconnected 
and independent of each other. The publicity meth- 
ods were thoroughly systematized. The psychological 





moment was awaited and the opportunity seized. 

The policy of the retailer mentioned above, who be- 
lieved that advertising did pay no matter how careless- 
ly conducted, is not advisable. It is possible to get 
a fairly good pocket knife for seventy-five cents. It 
would be impolitic for a man to pay seventy-five cents 
for a pocket knife that was not half so good. Yet 
this is what my friend, the retailer mentioned above, 
is doing. Instead of getting the real, the actual, the 
possible value from his advertisement, he is only get- 
ting perhaps one-half, perhaps one-fourth of what 
other dealers could derive from the same amount of 
space. Perhaps his daughter, who has just graduated 
from the local grammar school, might find pleasure 
in devoting an hour’s time every day in changing the 
arrangement of the words or in changing the adver- 
tisement from lawn mowers to furnaces. Perhaps 
the young clerk, who is just starting in, may know 
more about literary men and their works than he 
knows about selling goods. A fitting subject might 
be found in this clerk. Again, if the proprietor him- 
self would devote one-half an hour a day to the sub- 
ject and one-half an hour a day less to re-arranging 
his stock, the advertising might give appreciable and 
extraordinary results. It is well to remember this 
fact. If the advertiser will not take the trouble to 
even read his advertisement as it appears in the peri- 
odical, it is not to be expected that many readers of 
the paper will. No matter how small the concern the 
advertising must have attention, not half-heartedly 
and as a necessary evil, but understandingly and with 
skill and judgment.

GASOLINE DANGEROUS? 








The following editorial has been clipped from a 
recent issue of the Chicago Chronicle, an influential 
daily newspaper : 

If dynamite, nitroglycerin or blasting powder were kept 
in half the groceries and most of the drug stores of this 
country and sold to all comers it would not be surprising 
if the mortality due to those explosives should reach a high 
figure. 

Consequently it is not surprising that the death list of 
gasoline victims attains more alarming proportions daily. It 
usually reaches a maximum during the heated term, when the 
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use of coal or wood as domestic fuel is attended with con 
siderable discomfort.

This fluid is a more dangerous high explosive than any 
of the regular blasting compounds whose sale is strictly regu 
lated by law. It is more dangerous because it is more unstable 
and more volatile. , 

Dynamite, for instance, can not be-exploded except by a 
detonating cap. It may be burned with safety. When it is ex 
ploded it rends but does not suffocate, nor does it set fire 
to everything within range. 

Gasoline, on the other hand, is susceptible even to at 
mospheric heat. It gives off a deadly gas which is highly in 
When it explodes it carries flame and asphyxia 
on every side. 

The deadly possibilities of a small quantity of gasoline 
are appalling. An ounce of it vaporized and exploded by the 
flame of a match 
building. When we consider that gallons of this tremendous 
explosive are kept in cellars and kitchens, where the possi 
bilities of ignition are imminent, it can only be marveled that

From all over the country come daily reports of death and de 
struction caused by gasoline. In Chicago alone during the 
summer months it is probable that at least one “accident” 
from gasoline occurs every day, and a gasoline “accident” 
invariably means serious injury when it does not cause painful 
death 

Yet gasoline is to be had at every corner store. Unlike 
other high explosives, its sale is regulated—when it is regu 
lated at all—in the most perfunctory fashion. Anybody can 
buy it as anybody can sell it. This constitutes one of the 
anomalies of the use of the police power for public pro 
tection. 

The way to stop the slaughter and burning by gasoline 
is, of course, to stop the sale of gasoline. Nothing short of 
that extreme measure will accomplish the desired result 
Eventually that will be done—not, perhaps, through the in 
fluence of public opinion, which seems absolutely torpid in 
the matter, but through the interested efforts of the fire and 
life insurance companies which suffer financially from the 
use of a deadly explosive and inflammable compound as 
a domestic fuel. 

The statements contained in the editorial seemed 
so far at variance with the facts that the matter was 
referred to a few manufacturers of gasoline stoves 
for confirmation or denial. The A. J. Lindemann & 
Hoverson Co., Milwaukee, replied as follows: 


To Tae AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
It seems to us that any comment with reference to this 
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article is unnecessary, because the article on the face of it, is 
exaggerated, and like the advertisements of patent medicine 
quacks, is evidently written for some special purpose. 

The fact that there are daily reports of accidents caused 
by gasoline explosions, is an interesting bit of news, if true. 
[The writer has been reading the Chicago papers daily for sev- 
eral years, and does not remember having seen an account of 
a single accident caused by the explosion of gasoline. 

We are inclined to think the whole matter is simply an 
explosion of some infantile brain connected with the Chron- 
icle staff rather than an explosion of gasoline. We have heard 
of such similar foolishness from the same paper before, and 
we are not at all surprised.

The Detroit Vapor Stove Co., of Detroit, Mich., 
go into the matter more deeply: 
To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In the first place it seems that there are no high grade 
gasoline stoves sold in Chicago, at least we can’t sell any 
of ours. It seems to be the dumping ground for cheap stoves, 
and they are generally poorly put up, which are liable to leak 
and catise fires, but no explosions. Gasoline should not be 
compared with dynamite, nitro-glycerin or blasting powder. 
It is generally understood that gasoline is a fluid. It cannot 
explode. If ignited it will blaze up same as other oils or 
alcohol. It will explode only when the gases from the gaso- 
line are mixed with the proper amount of air, and confined 
in an inclosed compartment and ignited would cause an ex- 
plosion. 

The so-called gasoline stove explosions are no explosions 
at all. It is possible some old stove caught fire from a leaky 
can or pipe. The fact is there was no explosion at all. 

The latest improved Vapor Gasoline stoves (Detroit Va- 
por stoves) have a take away tank, which feeds the gasoline 
only as it is used in the valve, perfectly safe, it is impossible 
to explode it. They are absolutely safe. 

If accidentally a valve should be left open, the liability of 
an explosion would not be nearly as great as if a gas jet 
were left open. The fact of the matter is that the gasoline 
stove fires are a very small per cent, in comparison with 
other accidents that occur every day. 

Therefore, we think if the Chicago Chronicle would find 
out the real facts as regards gasoline stove explosions, they 
would certainly change their views. 

We have handled gasoline stoves for thirty years and 
know what we are about.

Frank B. McKenney, the well-known dealer at Rock- 
ford, Ill., president of the Illinois Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association, writes as follows: 

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

The party that racked his brain and constitution to write 
that gasoline editorial I think must have been out the night 
before and made an attempt to paint Chicago a deep red 
color or to blow the city up and failed. 

I have sold gasoline stoves for the past twenty-five years 
and in that time I have known of many accidents from 
gasoline stoves. I have also known of many accidents and 
fires from the defective flue that the old fashioned cook 
stoves and up to date ranges have been connected to. In 
fact there was one year in this city of 40,000 people that 
there were more fires and a greater loss from the latter than 
the former. 

There is one thing that I have always taken note of, 
that all the accidents that ever happen with a _ gasoline 
stove the daily press will print a half column of a gasoline 
explosion, when in fact in my twenty-five years’ experience 
with gasoline stoves, I have yet to know of one instance 
where there was an actual explosion, and I am from Mis- 
souri; you will have to show me. 

Everybody and any one knows that gasoline will ignite 
and burn from a spark. For instance, a housewife in this 
city woke up.to the fact one evening about two summers 
ago that her gasoline tank was empty and that it must be 
filled to get the evening meal, and the most convenient way 
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to her mind to find out if the tank was full was to strike a 
match to look in a hole three-quarters of an inch in diameter 
to see if the can was full. No one ever found out how full 
the can was when she put the match over the hole. At all 
events the match ignited the vapor and the tank of gasoline 
did not explode, but burned and melted the tank. (It also 
burned the lady.) 

In his editorial he stated that at least one accident a day 
occurred in Chicago. I think if this editor is trying to look 
up accident producers in Chicago, or any other city when 
there are as many gasoline stoves used as there are in 
Chicago, and only average one a day, he would better look 
further, for it is my opinion that he can go out on the 
streets of Chicago and find hundreds of dangerous con- 
trivances killing and maiming more people a thousand times 
over than gasoline stoves do that the public could do with- 
out better than they can without the stoves.

PRIVATE BRANDS. 


The suggestion offered by “Roadman” in the Sept. 16th 
issue of your paper is along the right track. The difficulty 
is not so great that the private brand question could not be 
settled quite readily if the two parties got together. Even 
in the absence of a great leader like President Roosevelt to 
force an agreement, I think the opponents could easily give 
and take until the peace terms were mutually acceptable. 


It occurs to me that the trade papers and manufacturers 
are making more of the private brand question than it de- 
serves. This opinion is freely expressed by the fellow retailer 
with whom I have talked to on the subject. These people are 
mostly of the opinion that the catalogue house is of primary 
importance and that nothing should be done to help out the 
manufacturers until they do something for the retailers to help 
them out of the present illegal competition. Let it not be un- 
derstood that I am in favor of the present stand of the job- 
bers. Though I’m not from Missouri I have some of the 
characteristics of Missourians and the jobbers have got to 
show me. Some of those jobbing houses in Chicago and down 
in St. Louis have got to show me that they haven’t sold to 
the catalogue houses in the past and that they are not doing 
it under our very noses at the present. One big concern that 
I could mention without scratching my head awfully hard tells 
everyone who asks them and announces on its letter head that 
it doesn’t sell to those concerns. Secretary Corey is likewise 
pretty sure that these jobbing houses are O. K. I notice 
though that when the teamsters at Montgomery Ward & Co. 
struck last spring, that the teamsters of this big jobbing house 
went out on a sympathetic strike because their employers tried 
to force them to make deliveries to this catalogue house. A 
fool can draw his own conclusions and hit the nail pretty 
square on the head. At least one Chicago paper announced 
about that time that this big jobbing house was hard put to 
make deliveries to the strike bound catalogue house. You’ve 
got to show me. 

When I say that it’s not up to the retailers to help the 
manufacturers to abolish private brands, I mean to say that it 
is up to the retailers to help themselves. According to the 
old adage, you know, God will help them if they do. The 
manufacturers are strong enough to fight their own battle and 
so are the jobbers. If the retailers would get rid of the knife- 
’em-in-the-back jobbers, they would be strong enough, too. Of 
all the footless, outrageous, ridiculous and contemptible agree- 
ments I have ever heard that catalogue house joint alliance is 
the limit. Some of the jobbers may be sincere for all I know.

In the illustration the frame is 
marked 1; the inside cam wheel is marked 2; the out- 
side came wheel, 3; the follower head, 4; the follower 
head post (connecting with the dasher) is’5; the di- 
vider collar is 6 and the shaft 7. A _ reciprocating 
motion is imparted by the cam wheel. This has fol- 
lower strips engaged by a follower head instead of 
pinions. This device is said to impart power to the 
dasher shaft. As the fly and cam wheels are revolved, 
the follower head travels around a circular flanged 
disk. In this manner a reciprocating motion to the 
interior working parts of the machine is obtained.

To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

We note by the Sept. 16 issue that our friend, Mr. E. W 
Evenson of Spokane, has again faced the limelight of pub 
licity. Purely for his own sake we regret the step. This 
time he has managed to blunder more deeply and variously 
even than when guessing at the contents of Mr. Sheldon’s

Olympia, where they will be filed. We will then be given a 
charter permitting to engage in the business of insuring 
stocks of our members, their dwellings and household goods. 
We wifl also be permitted to write insurance for members 
of any other similar associations. We have heard favorably 
from nearly all our members, but there age a few who have 
not been heard from, and to these we would say send in a 
subscription for a policy with us. We want you to make 
this a success from the start. We have enough instirance 
already subscribed to make a very good start, but the more 
we get the less will be our expense ratio, and hence the 
greater our success. For example, if every implement or 
hardware dealer in the Inland Empire will take the limit of 
$3,000 we would have about $900,000 of insurance in force. 
As there are about 300 dealers in the Inland Empire, to say 
nothing of those on the coast, this would make us abso- 
lutely safe. Estimating the average premium at 3 per cent 
we would receive for premiums $27,000 the first year. Twen- 
ty-seven thousand dollars will pay for our share of all the 
hardware and implement losses that have occurred in this 
territory for the past six years, as there have been but nine. 
The figures of a recent year show that the insurance com- 
panies collected from the people of this country about 
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$140,000,000 and paid back losses of about $95,000,000, keep- 
ing more for expense and profit in proportion to service ren- 
dered than any business we know of.

There 
is no question, however, but what we are apt to con- 
sider that English advertisement compositors are in- 
eligible for positions in the smallest and most God- 
forsaken rural printing offices. An ideal English ad- 
vertisement—ideal from our standpoint—is shown in 
the accompanying illustration. There are many thou- 
sands of different publications printed in this country, 
but it would take twelve men and as many horses and 
at least two dozen pairs of spectacles to find one ad- 
vertisement in an American publication that compares 
with this one in matter of enormity. For illegibility, 
ugliness and ignorance this advertisement is three 
laps and a fourth ahead of any other advertisement 
that has ever reached our desk. 

Looking at the matter somewhat more in detail 
and yet not attempting to indicate the obvious defects, 
it might be well to point out that the type at the top 
of the greatly reduced advertisement, shown in the 
accompanying illustration, is too large to read com- 
fortably, while the testimonial letters at the bottom are 
set in too small type. We have racked our brain to 
discover the raison d’etre for the two little squares 
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on either side of the largest line of the advertisement. 
If this advertisement were strictly after the English 
ideal there would be a couple of diagonal lines run- 
ning through the middle, a double ruled border around 
the outside and an irregular line of demarkation en- 
closing the first paragraph.

While the reading matter of English advertisements 
is on the whole fairly good, nothing could be farther 
from our American ideals than their method of setting 
up type and arranging the other features about the 
display. As a general rule we feel that the hardware 
retailer would be eminently justified in having his ad 
vertisement arranged just as differently as possible 
from the one of Brown Bros., Ltd.

THE ECLIPSE GRATE. 











The accompanying illustration shows the  well- 
known Eclipse grate. The main grate slopes to- 
ward the middle, so that cinders gradually work to 
the center when the grate is shaken. The dump 
center can be reversed, thereby freeing the fire from 
cinders without the use of a poker. It stands on 
three wheels and is easily moved from right to left. 
The entire grate and frame can be removed through 
the ashpit door in case repairs are needed. 

This celebrated grate is supplied with all Tubular 
and Crescent furnaces. These furnaces are manu-

factured by the Robinson Furnace Co., 107 Lake St., 
Chicago. 

It will be noted in the illustration that the 
pot is sectional with a gradual slope so that the ashes 
do not hang at the sides. This arrangement is said 
to allow the live coal to lie directly against the fire-pot, 
increasing the direct radiation. Each ring has a deep 
cup joint packed with kaolin, making a gas tight joint. 
The wide cup joints allow for expansion and con- 
traction of the pot rings during the heating and cool- 
ing of the furnace.

GRATIFYING GROWTH. 








The steady increase in popularity of steel furnaces 
has been paralleled by the growth in favor with which 
the Lennox Torrid Zone steel furnace, manufactured 
by the Lennox Furnace Co., of Marshalltown, Iowa, 
has been meeting. This company have just enlarged 
their plant and have provided a separate five-room 
building for office purposes. There is also a two-story 
warehouse almost two hundred feet long. The Lennox 
factory is of tremendous proportions in its present 
form and the most desirable innovations, both in the 
nature of machinery and shipping facilities, have been 
provided. Torrid Zone furnaces are now said to be 
popular in twenty-two states and throughout the Ca- 
nadian Northwest. 

This furnace is an all-steel heater with the cast iron 
parts of the fire pot wholly enclosed within a shell of 
heavy steel plates, It is riveted by hydraulic machin- 
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ery like a steel boiler, and is said to be absolutely gas 
tight. It is claimed that by riveting in both heads the 
manufacturers have done away with packed joints. 
Packed joints, it is claimed, can readily be loosened 
and present other undesirable features. The large 
double feed doors are a great convenience and the hot 
blast feature is said to materially aid in increasing the 
combustive characteristics of the fire. 

At the present time they are exhibiting a furnace 
recently taken out ofa d velling, which had been con- 
sidered too large for the *urnace. The furnace had 
been crowded beyond its ‘ \pacity for eight years and 
unsatisfactory results would naturally have been ex- 
pected. After eight years’ service the furnace was 
taken out and its radiating surface pronounced to be 
in as good condition as the day the furnace left the 
factory. Because of the fact that the fire-pot can be 
removed in sections from the steel shell, the repairs to 
this particular furnace amounted, it is said, to less than 
eight dollars for the entire eight years.

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DOUBLE PITCH SKYLIGHT. 





In reply to the request of R. L. Wilson & Co., of 
Peoria, Ill., we submit the following problem, showing 
how to obtain the patterns for a double pitch skylight. 

Referring to the illustration, Fig. 1, a part of the 
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plan of the skylight is shown by A, B, C, D. The line 
AB is the width outside curb measure. The length 
of the skylight is indefinite. The elevation of the 
skylight is an angle of 30 degrees. The skylight bar 
in elevation is shown by 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8; the ridge 
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bar is drawn in center of elevation. The gutter on 
curb is shown by 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8. Every sky- 
light bar has a condensation gutter, either single or 
double. The illustration shows you can bend the 
metal to form a double condensation gutter and join 
the bar at the top. 

To obtain the pattern, space off the points of divi- 
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sion as shown on the bar, by the figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 
6, 7, 8, on a pattern sheet, as shown in figure 2. 
That part of the gutter at base of skylight indicated 
by figures 4 and 5 is at right angles with pitch of sky- 
light. The intersection of the bar with the gutter at 
4-5 is developed in a straight line drawn perpendicular 
to the pattern lines, as shown by the straight line 
drawn from 3, crossing 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, continued to meet 
3 in lower part of pattern sheet. The glass rest on 
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gutter at curb in indicated by figures 5, 6. Space off 
the distance, 5-6, on the pattern sheet, measuring from 
the straight line previously drawn from 3 to 3; draw 
a straight line joining 3 to 1 at upper and lower 
parts of pattern sheet. At upper part of the pattern 
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sheet an edge is allowed, to join the bar together at 
top. 

To obtain the pattern of the intersection of the 
bar with ridge, proceed as follows: Draw a straight 
line on the pattern sheet perpendicular to the pattern 
lines, as shown in upper part of figure 2. Measure 
the distances from center line of skylight bar to the 
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points numbered on the ridge; space off those dis- 
tances on. the pattern sheet, measuring from the 
straight line. Each distance is to be spaced off on a 
line numbered similar. The lines joining 5 to 6 and 
I to 2 are inclined at an angle of 60 degrees. The lines 
joining the remainder of the points are perpendicular 
to the pattern lines. 

Figure 3 shows a pattern for the same skylight- 
bar, having a single condensation gutter, the bar being 
joined together at the bottom. To obtain the pattern, 
space off the distances 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8, as shown on 
the pattern sheet, figure 3. The intersection of the 
bar and gutter is developed in a straight line—from 
3 to 8—as shown. At the center part of pattern sheet, 
the distance from 5 to 6 is spaced off as shown in 
figure 2. Draw a straight line joining figures 3, 2, 1, 
2, 3- 

Figure 4 is the pattern for the intersection of the 
gutter, at base of skylight, with the gable end. Space 
off the points of division 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, as 
shown at gutter, on the pattern sheet, figure 4. The 
gable end of skylight extends to the inner Side of 
curb, when placed in position. The gutter at base ex- 
tends.from inside of curb to inside of curb; the flange 
from 2 to I extends to the outside of curb. The in- 
tersection of the gutter is developed in a straight 
line, perpendicular to pattern lines, as shown, from 2 
to 8, on pattern sheet. From 2 to 1 you space off 
the width of curb. Allow a small flange as shown. 
How to obtain the pattern for the ridge: The ridge 
in elevation is shown by the figures 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7. 
Space off these distances on a strip, as shown in the 
illustration. The length of ridge is the distance from 
inside of curb to inside of curb. The condensation 
gutter on ridge is shown single. 

The pattern for the gable end, figure 1, is found 
as follows: Bend the metal on the line 1F; the dis- 
tance I-2 is the width of curb; bend on line 2H. 
Cut out the shape from 2 to 4, 5, 6, 8, 7, allowing a 
small edge from 4 to 5 and 2 to 4, to connect with gut- 
ter at base of skylight. The height of the gable end 
is shown by the straight line joining 7 at base of sky- 
light and 1 at top of ridge. A half skylight-bar is 
joined to gable end, allowing a flange on the outside, 
turned down and soldered on gable end. These gable 
skylights have a ventilator at each end, about six 
inches in diameter, extending above ridge.

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THINK AND THEN THINK. 








Probably no mortal who has ever been born to 
the pleasures of this world can vie with old Fernando 
Jones, the oldest living inhabitant of Chicago, in detail- 
ing accounts of how a city of over two million inhab- 
itants arose from a small fort.

The value of the products manu- 
factured within an area of thirty-eight miles square, 
including Chicago and the suburbs, makes a grand 
total of over $3,000,000,000 as the amount of business 
during 1904. 

The value of Chicago’s manufacturing products 
equals two-thirds of the gross earnings of all the rail- 
roads in the- United States. 

The capital invested in manufacturing in Pittsburg 
is less than one-third of the amount employed in the 
same lines in Chicago. The value of Pittsburg’s 
products is less than one-fifth the value of Chicago’s. 

The reserve accounts in Chicago’s banks have in- 
creased 168 per cent in six years, as compared with . 
an increase of 38 per cent in New York’s banks. Bos- 
ton has gained 10 per cent in ten years. 

This tremendous development has been caused in 
no small part by the energy, enthusiasm and perspica- 
city of its citizens. To no one belongs the credit more 
than to those manufacturing and jobbing interests who 
have so cleverly increased their business from one or 
two-room establishments into the immense plants now 
existing. The plan of Friedley & Voshardt, 194-202 
Mather St., Chicago, is an example of the rare enter- 
prise shown by the thrifty, industrious representatives

of the city. The growth of this plant into the im- 
mense distributing and manufacturing factory of the 
present day has been marvelous. Discouraged neither 
by fire, by commercial panic, by competitive conditions 
magnified by railroads, nor by the commercial develop- 
ment of other parts of the country, this concern has 
at the present time one of the most complete establish- 
ments in the country for the manufacture of corru- 
gated iron, stamped ceilings, brick siding and orna- 
mental architectural work. These four products are 





made arid sold extensively by this concern, and their 
facilities for manufacture are perhaps unequaled. The 
manufacture of electro plated ceiling is conducted by 
them on a broad scale, this process producing most 
pleasing results. 

They are also qualified to produce different kinds 
of ornamental work upon order, especially bronze and 
copper statuary. A statue of Justice, blind-folded, 
ten feet in height, has recently been turned out. Like- 
wise, one Of Mercury, and a magnificent, colossal 
bronze statue for Algonac, Mich. The accompanying il- 
lustration shows a statue of Atlas, made of bronze, 
seven and one-half feet in height. This was sent to San 
Francisco, and will be displayed in a prominent build- 
ing of that metropolis. 

The case of Friedley & Voshardt is exemplified by 
a hundred other stores who have succeeded in greater 
or less proportion, but who, nevertheless, have aided 
wondrously in making Chicago the commercial city 
that it is to-day. While it has been argued that the 
city makes the citizens great, and that the city of Chi- 
cago itself is responsible for the startling growth of 
the large wholesale houses within its confines, it is 
sufficient to say that the citizens are everything, while 
the city of Chicago is in itself an intangible conception. 
The life and vitals of a city lie in its inhabitants.

SELF HEATING SOLDERING TOOL. 








The accompanying illustration shows the Kaufman 
Automatic Blast Self-Heating gas soldering iron, man- 
ufactured by the A. G. Kaufman Mfg. Co., Inc., 24-26 
Murray St., and 27 Park Place, New York City. This 
tool has been honored by two United States patents 
and other patents are pending. It eliminates the ordi- 
nary tinner’s furnace, the tinner’s blower and the fire- 
pot. 

It consists of specially constructed double air blue 
burners. On one side of these burners is a handle, 
and on the other a copper point is attached adjustably. 
These burners generate a powerful automatic blue 
blast, which plays on the under side of the copper. It 
is said to bring the soldering point to the desired tem- 
perature in a few minutes and likewise to keep a steady 
heat throughout the day. 





Single Torch. 
A flexible tubing of any desired length is strung 


from the gas main to the handle. The flame is pro- 
tected by an iron guard and the tool can be placed, 
by means of an adjustable rest, anywhere on the bench 
without danger of fire.

IRON AND STEEL MARKETs. 

The demand for immediate shipment on almost all 
iron and steel products goes far toward creating the 
opinion that the coming three months will be the 
busiest in these lines that the country has ever known. 
The fact that the South Chicago mill sold within the 
space of two weeks its entire product of steel rails 
for 1906 is without parallel. The demand for struc- 
tural steel and plates is of almost equal proportion. 
Material approximating fifty thousand tons has re- 
cently been ordered for the construction of ten large 
freight steamers. Reports such as these coming from 
almost every one of the different markets give grounds 
for the greatest optimism. : 

One inquiry for pig iron to aggregate not less than 
sixty thousand tons to be delivered during the first 
half of 1906 developed during the week under review. 
\ll kinds of iron were included, both Northern and 
The lots range from ten thousand 
tons downward. Most of it was closed up, but there 
is much to bid on during the coming week. The 
slight weekness which developed in Southern irons 
two weeks ago has disappeared, and with Southern 
No. 2 foundry strong at $12.00, Birmingham, an ad- 
vance of from twenty-five to fifty cents is daily ex- 
pected. Late last week the United States Steel Cor- 
poration closed a contract for ten thousand tons for 
September delivery. This makes the total ordered 
by this concern for September delivery thirty-five 
thousand tons. It is expected during the coming 
week that the corporation will strengthen the Pitts- 
burgh market still further by ordering a similar if not 
greater tonnage for delivery during October. Pig 
iron is strong at the present time in all sections of the 
country. There is a heavy buying in all grades with 
Lake Superior charcoal a trifle in the lead. The price 
of ferro manganese is also advancing. 

An advance of $2.00 a ton was made in hoops on 
September 15th. Jobbers’ prices remain unchanged, 
but the continuation of the old schedule is probably 
only temporary. The advance by the mills was well 
warranted and was followed by a brisk buying for 
1906 delivery. The demand for iron and steel bars 
continues without interruption, and there is no pros- 
pect of any dullness in this market for many 
months to come. 

The tin plate market is quiet and a lowering of 
prices of from twenty to twenty-five cents per one 
hundred pounds would be expected were it not for 
the recent increase in the price of sheet bars. It is 
said that the tin plate makers have contracted for 
their supply at $26.00 a ton. This price would nat- 
urally call for an advance in the price of tin plates.

PIG IRON. 
Matthew Addy & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 

Business is certainly coming with a rush, for this week 
has seen the booking of an extraordinarily heavy tonnage 
of pig iron. In fact, the buying movement is one of unusual 
extent. It is probable that in Cincinnati this week orders 
have been placed for upwards of 60,000 tons of southern 
iron. The furnaces have sold very large quantities of iron 
for pipe making. _In addition thé mills have taken up about 
all the Grey Forge available. Steel makers have been buy- 
ing Basic freely. The sales of foundry iron have been re- 
markable, and have covered every grade. Consumers not 
only realize the present good times, but have a keen sense of 
the fact that the future is bound to be active and prosperous, 
for they are trying to buy for just as far ahead deliveries as 
can be secured. Probably some little iron has been bought 
for shipment over the first half of 1906, but the tonnage for 
this long delivery is inconsiderable, as very few sellers are 
willing to go beyond the end of March next year. Business 
has all been done on the basis of $12.00 Birmingham for No. 
2 foundry, but without any doubt before the next week’s re- 
port is written the price will have advanced, as there are in- 
dications that about all the $12.00 iron that the furnaces are 
willing to sell has been already taken. In a word, the week 
has been one of exceedingly heavy tonnage at prices that are 
profitable to the seller and fair to the buyer. The furnace 
order books have now been so filled that the whole situation 
is entirely changed, and the market for the balance of the 
year at least will be entirely in the hands of the seller. 

Coke has been moving in heavy volume, and buyers are 
evidently attempting to stock up, fearing that when the bad 
weather comes there will be the usual railroad congestions, 
stoppages, shortage of cars, etc., etc. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 


their weekly report: 


The active condition of the pig iron market continues. 
Prices in all districts are stronger than a week ago, and with 
the large number of inquiries received and good amount of 
business done, they will doubtless register a further advance 
before long. There is a strong demand for spot iron and 
some grades are difficult to get, noticeably grey forge. There 
is a scarcity of softer grades in the South, and numbers one 
and two are hard to get for quick shipment. There is an in- 
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creasing pressure on the part of buyers to close for business 
running through first quarter and first half of 1906, and many 
furnaces are still refusing to name figures for these deliver- 
ies. The presence of a number of inquiries for large lots has 
strengthened the market, and the tonnage sold during the 
week is of such size as warrants the optimistic feeling which 
the furnacemen have. Bessemer pig’iron is on the rise, and 
anticipated purchasers are making it very firm. 
of the Steel Corporation, it is stated, will require between 
40,000 and 50,000 tons of pig iron for delivery during the bal 
ance of the year. The next purchase will probably be made in 
October. 

Lake Superior charcoal iron has registered two advances 
within the week, and this is in line with the feeling generally 
Consumption seems to be again creeping up on production, 
as August showed a sharp decrease in stocks on hand; $12.00 
Birmingham and $14.50 Ohio furnaces for No. 2 are being 
strictly observed.

There has been an ad- 
vance all along the line, and figures are being changed almost 
daily. With the approach of winter, the undoubted severe car 
shortage, and a not too great production, it is evident that 
coke prices will rule higher. This is the tendency to-day, and

COPPER. 

The copper market presents a listless aspect, con- 
sumers being loath to buy and sellers being loath to 
sell at present schedules. New York Metal Exchange 
reduced its official quotations yesterday on all grades 
by one-eighth cent per pound. New figures on elec- 
trolytic and Lake grades are from 16 to 163 cents. 
Casting grades vary from between 1534 and 16%c. 
These are for spot deliveries. Moderate lots of elec 
trolytic have been offered for October, November and 
December deliveries at 16c per pound. ‘This price is 
not general, however. Shipments from New York 
and Baltimore during the first nineteen days of the 
present month aggregated 11,790 tons. 

The great fluctuations in the price of copper were 
caused first of all by the realization on the part of 
foreign markets that an extraordinary amount of our 
copper had gone to fill legitimate demands. This re 
alization was participated in by local consumers. A 
rush’ was made to cover for future requirements and 
prices soared. At this time the rumor was circulated 
that large accumulations were being held in China. 
Prices again fell and are now at approximately their 
former level, although the rumor has been absolutel) 
disproved. 


CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 

No sign of weaknesg is to be discovered in any of 
the staple hardware articles. There are rumors of 
advances in many lines, but with the exception of the 
wire advances announced last week a marked quiet 
has prevailed. It is said that several lines of build 
ers’ hardware will be advanced in the very near fu 
ture, notably scrap and T hinges. The threatened 
advance in black and galvanized sheets has not ma 
terialized, and it would seem that the present condi- 


tion of the wholesale market would not justify any 
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advance to retailers. Fall agricultural implements, 


such as corn huskers, are in marked demand. It 
seems that there will be a greater consumption of 
these products than prevailed last vear. Retailers 
are buying ahead more than usual and orders for 
delivery during January and February are not un 
usual. 

The building boom shows no signs of discontinua 
tion. Chicago shows a gain of eighty per cent over 
1904 for the month of August. The percentage of in 
crease in New York approximates one hundred and 
fifty-two. Louisville shows a gain of one hundred and 
ninety-nine per cent and Indianapolis one hundred and
